car to drive downtown to talk 
with Police Chief Dyson, au­ 
thorities said. 
A route to headquarters was 
cleared and all persons except 
Dyson were removed from the 
third floor of 'the police station 
while negotiations went on. All 
doors were heavily guarded, 
Dyson said the man still had 
his gun while they talked but 
the man made no threats and 
was very quiet and composed 
except that he became “excited 
about having to face up to 
jail."

City Is Goal Of 
Bike Campaign 


“The Safest Cycling City in 
America.” That is the important 
goal set for Rushville in a bicy­ 
cle safety drive starting June 1. 
Service, 
safety, 
and 
civifc 
groups have pooled their facili­ 
ties and personnel under the di­ 
rection of the Rushville Police 
Department to make everyone 
of Rushville’s estimated 1500 
cyclists safety-conscious. 
"There are nearly 60 million 
cyclists 
in 
America 
today,” 
said Ron Cameron, safety edu­ 
cation officer, 
“From 
young­ 
sters of six to ‘oldsters’ of 76. 
It’s part of a nationwide boom 
in recreational cycling. This in­ 
crease in cycling activities in­ 
creases the individual’s respon­ 
sibility to ride safely.” 
“Almost every bike accident 
can be traced to lack of know­ 
ledge or negligence on the part 
of the rider,” according to of­ 
ficer Cameron. “National statis­ 
tics compiled by the Bicycle In­ 
stitute of America show that the 
greatest number of mishaps oc­ 
cur because of traffic rule viola­ 
tions or bicycles improperly car­ 
ed for by owners.” 
“We’re going to let every cy­ 
clist know what he should do 
and then try to see that he does 
it,” he coninued. “It takes very 
little extra effort to avoid ac­ 
cidents. Riding by the rules is 
the best way to keep your bike 
a vehicle for good health and 
pleasure.” 
Officer 
Cameron 
gave 
the 
Rushville Republican a sum­ 
mary of the most important saf­ 
ety regulations for careful bik­ 
ing. They are: 
1. Obey all traffic regulations 
signs and lights. 
2. Keep to the right and ride 
in a straight line. Always ride 
single file, with traffic. 
3. Have a white light in front 
and a red light or state-approv­ 
ed reflector in back. 
4. Have a working signaling 
device, such as a horn or bell. 
5. Give pedestrians the right 
of way. Avoid sidewalk riding. 
6. Look out for parked cars 
pulling into traffic. 'Watch for 
doors opening on, parked, cars. 
7. Never hitch on other vehi­ 
cles, stunt, or race in traffic. 
8. Carry no passengers or ob­ 
jects which interfere with vision 
or control. 
9. Make sure brakes are func­ 
tioning 
smoothly. 
Keep 
your 
bike in perfect operating condi­ 
tion. 
10. Look to the right and left 
at ail intersections.. 
11. Always use proper hand 
signals for turning or stopping. 
12. Don’t weave in and out 
of traffic or swerve from side 
to side.

Frazier And 
Stander Clash 


In Bout Tonight

OMAHA, Neb. (AP) — Slug­ 
ger Ron Stander and champion 
Joe Frazier clash here tonight 
in the first championship fight 
in Nebraska's 105-year history. 
Frazier is rated a 10-1 favor­ 
ite to retain Ms heavyweight 
title in the scheduled 15-round 
bout which is expected, to 'draw 
a capacity crowd of 10,050 to 
Omaha's Civic Auditorium.

A leisurely walk down Main Street, 
over to Second and Third, and into the 
courthouse takes one past store windows 
which have been decorated with imple* 
ments, family heirlooms, and treasures 
that have been handed down in the fam­ 
ily for many generations. It is hoped that 
these displays will continue for weeks 
after the closing of the official Sesqui- 
centennial week. 
A tour of windows on Second Street 
include the display of the Rush County 
Homemakers Clubs. The windows In the 
Waggoner building include primitives, 
an old butter churn, a campaign um­ 
brella dating to McKinley witn faces 
sketched in each panel. There is a com- 
meal grinder, a sewing machine dating 
to 1867. wooden kitchen utensils, iron 
pots, roasters, bowls, and homemade 
quilts. Inside the building there is a more 
complete display. Mrs. Dudley Campbell 
has brought to the building her weaving 
machine with treadle and was busy 
demonstrating its use on Tuesday. 
Budget Loan has Rush County out­ 
lined in embroidery on a sampler, a 
covered bridge replica, old fashioned 
bedroom furniture, with a sign which 
says, “Rush County Begins” — Display 
by Webb School. 
Pike’s Office Supply has magazines in 
the window dating back to 1902. The 
Ladies Home Journal, Pictorial 
and McCalls are some of the classics. Two 
bonnets, one for spring and one for win­ 
ter which date back to 1880, had been 
worn bv Mrs. Sally Daniels. There is an 
old churn, clay pipe, coffee grinder, and 
a foot-warmer dating back to the horse 
and buggy days. The Corona typewriter 
is a museum piece. 
Rush County Farmers Mutual Insur­ 
ance Company displays a picture of O. C. 
Hackleman, the founder of the company. 
The ledger used for insurance records is 
opened on pages with records kept in 
1875. There is also an old Farmers In* 
surance Association policy dating 1875 
and signed by O. C. Hackleman. The 
fluting iron dátes to 1876, and the bean 
pot to 1847. 
The two windows in the old General 
Telephone Company office on Third 
Street have a display of old histories, 
newspapers, and directories. There is the 
History of Rush County dated 1888 and 
the Atlas dating to 1879, and Rushville 
Jacksonian, 1890. In the adjoining win­ 
dow is the Souvenir history of Rush 
County 1822-1922, and a picture of Gen­ 
eral P. A. Hackleman, founder of the 
Rushville Whig. There is also displayed 
a Rushville Republican dated 1889, and 
an old Oliver typewriter. 
Jack’s Barber Shop has the old wring­ 
er, washboard, iron pump that is now ft 
lamp, and the aluminum milk can. 
The exhibit in the school superintend­ 
ent’s office includes a school bench, a 
McGuffey Reader, the old school bell, the 
wall clock, a hand woven coverlet, wood­ 
en sausage grinder which dfttes back 175 
years. One display centers around mil­ 
linery, with illustrations of hats, combs, 
beads, watches, and kid gloves, which 
were an essential part of every feminine 
wardrobe.

“What is God like?” is a question asked 
by the child, the philosopher, and the 
theologian. The 
source for the answer 
to this instinctive question is all im­ 
portant; it must come from heaven and 
find agreement in the heart. 
No man, regardless of his culture, color 
or creed, w ill rise above his .concept of 
God. The history of religion reveals that 
no people were ever greater than their 
idea of God. The genius of true heart re­ 
ligion is that it promotes reverent medi­ 
tation on the Being of God. 
“The gravest question before the church 
is always God Himself,” wrote the late 
A. W. Tozer, “and the most portentous 
fact about any man is not what he at a 
given time may say or do, but what he 
is in his deep heart conceives God to be 
like.

But it is not as though we ourselves 
are responsible within our owm intelli­ 
gence for figuring God out. When left 
entirely to ourselves in this most im­ 
portant chore, the results are moral 
calamity and confusion. 
We are not left to ourselves in the 
problem of God. It is by divine revelation 
that we are able to know what the True 
God is like. We know by His Word that 
He is a Self-revealing Person Who in the 
Written Word (The Bible) and in the 
Living Word (His Son) is presented as a 
God of love and holiness. 
To accept the God of Self-revelation 
is to be made again in His image and 
likeness. To reject Him is to forge out 
. of our own darkness and idolatry a god 
of our own likeness, one that not only 
grieves the One True God but will also 
mock us in our lostness.

Honest diferences of opinion 
are what make law suits, con­ 
tribute to the support of attor- 


nies. make elections interesting, 
and contribute to gambling. 
Some time ago the question 
was raised as to who would ap­ 
point the Secretary of State if 
Larry A. Conrad should gain 
the Democratic nomination and 
be elected. Those are a couple 
of big ifs, bull neither state 
party chairman knew the an­ 
swer, and the situation was un­ 
precedented in Indiana politics. 
The Governor appoints to fill 
the vacancy, but which gover­ 
nor made the question interest­ 
ing. 
I checked the law books, the 
state constitution, 
and talked 
to friends who are attorneys. As 
a result, I wrote that it ap­ 
peared to be without question 
that Governor Edgar D. Whit 
comb would make the appoint­ 
ment. The Constitution clearly 
states that no one person can 
hold two state elective offices 
at the sam e time. Before Conrad 
would be eligible to be sworn in, 
his resignation would have to be 
effective. During the interim, 
regardless of how short, there 
would be a brief period before 
the oath when he was no longer 
in office. Whitcomb could fill 
the vacancy. 
State Chairman 
Gordon St. 
Angelo was asked the question 
so many tim es that he sought a 
legal opinion by a prominent 
Indianapolis law firm. The opin­ 
ion was 
sent to Democratic 
party officers as a result of 83 
inquiries by county chairm en 
and vice chairmen. It bore out 
my interpretation of the law. 
■Hardly had the ink dried on 
the news release when a sec­ 
ond opinion was submitted by 
no less of an authority than 
R. Bruce Townsend of the Indi­ 
ana University School of Law in 
Indianapolis. Townsend is the 
senior 
faculty 
member 
from 
point of service on the law 
school faculty and a mem ber of 
the Indiana Commission on Uni­ 
form Laws. Over the years he 
has trained thousands of Hoo- 
sier lawyers, including many 
who are now judges and prom ­ 
inent politicians. I have taken 
and enjoyed courses under him 
and respect him as a prominent 
legal authority. However, even 
the best can interpret incor 
rectly although, only the courts 
could decide which opinion is 
correct. 
Odds of us ever knowing are 
very slim. First. Conrad would 
have to win the nomination, 
beating the established political 
organization in many counties. 
He is running an active and ag­ 
gressive 
campaign 
and 
calls 
delegate strength equal at the 
present time. 
Most observers 
feel he is optimistic. Most Dem­ 
ocrats express the private opin­ 
ion that Nixon will sweep the 
state and that a Democratic 
Governor candidate would have 
to overcome the trend. 
Matthew Welsh did it in 1960, 
but voters scratched only for 
the one candidate and Repub­ 
licans swept all other state of­ 
fices. A solid Lake county vote 
make Welsh's victory possible, 
and observers claim Lake is 
now split. Appointment of a suc­ 
cessor for Conrad could weil be 
a moot point of law of interest 
only to legal theorists. 
Many new faces will make up

First Motorized 
School Bus Was 
In California 


NEWMAN, Calif. (AP) - In 
September 1914 about 20 young­ 
sters clam bered aboard a con­ 
verted Model T Ford which its 
designer said was “the first 
motorized 
school bus 
in the 
United States.” 
Until then, 
students got to 
school on their own, either by 
walking, on bicycle, horseback, 
wagon or a lift in the family 
car, said Franklin A. Patchett. 
That lone bus developed into 
a fleet of 220 leased to 42 Cali­ 
fornia school districts before he 
sold Patchett’s Bus and Trans­ 
portation Co. in 1968, Patchett 
said. 
Soon after Patchett acquired 
an auto dealership in 1914, he 
recalled, 
a 
Newman 
school 
trustee 
told 
him: 
“ Patchett, 
we’ve got to figure out a way to 
get these kids to school.” 
“ That started me in the bus 
business,” said Patchett, 92. 
Patchett’s bus utilized a Mod­ 
el T truck chassis. The rear 
wheels 
were 
removed 
and 
sprockets installed for a chain 
drive. 
A 
wooden 
passenger 
com partment with benches was 
mounted on the truck fram e. 
Patchett said inflatable tires 
were placed in front and solid 
rubber tires in the rear. The 
bus was powered by a 20 horse­ 
power engine. 
When the Newman Elem enta­ 
ry 
School 
District 
needed 
a 
larger bus, 
Patchett built 
a 
trailer that carried 10 to 15 stu­ 
dents. 
Girls rode in the bus and 
boys in the trailer until the 
trailer overturned in a ditch. 
“ Nobody got hurt, but the 
next day we got letters from 
the boys saying they refused to 
ride in the trailer anym ore.” 
Patchett said. “ We built anoth­ 
er bus right away and it took 
care of that.’ 
Other school districts learned 
of the buses and either pur­ 
chased them or contracted with 
him to transport their children, 
Patchett said. 
Patchett estimates 
he 
con­ 
structed between 700 and 800 
buses by 1937 when he sold the 
manufacturing 
end 
to 
Gillig

Farm Surveys By The Statisti­ 
cal Reporting Service 
Beginning the week of May 24 
and continuing through June 5, 
enumerators from the Statisti­ 
cal Reporting Service will inter­ 
view a selected number of farm­ 
ers to determine the acreage of 
each crop planted in 1972, and 
also obtain inventory informa­ 
tion on hogs, cattle, and chick­ 
ens. To get an up-to-date picture 
pf the agricultural situation, the 
cooperation of the farmers con­ 
tacted during this survey is es­ 
sential. 
From June 21 to June 28 our 
enumerators will \interview a 
limited sample of cattle produc­ 
ers concerning inventory num­ 
bers. Meanwhile, in addition to 
this special sample of farmers 
to be interviewed, our regular 
livestock survey will be conduct­ 
ed by mail with the results used 
in conjunction with the inter­ 
view data to prepare our quar­ 
terly hog estimates. 
The statisician’s regular Acre­ 
age Questionnaire will go into 
the mail about Jime 5. The data 
will be used in conjunction with 
that obtained by our enumerator 
but the mailing will be to a dif­ 
ferent group of farmers than 
those included in the interview 
work. 
A report concerning hog and 
pig supplies will be published 
June 23 and a report giving 1972 
crop acreage will 'be published 
July 12. 
These activities are a part of 
the Crop and Livestock report­ 
ing program. 
Small Grain Drying 
Start laying plans for small 
grain drying. You can easily 
harvest 20' per cent or lower 
moisture wheat with no shatter 
and minimum loss.

Farmstead Drainage 
Take a new look at farmstead

drainage. If you’ve just worked 
your way out of a usual spring­ 
time mud problem, look around 
you! It only takes 6 inches of 
fall per 100 feet to permit use 
of surface drainage via swales 
and Waterways. Many farmers 
continually work in a lob-lolly 
of mud and water that can be 
solved once and forever with a 
good drainage design. Ask /our 
local SCS man, Joe Duke, for 
a judgement. 
Don’t Overplant Soybeans 
Overplanting» Soybeans reduc­ 
es yield two ways. It’s the ma­ 
jor cause of early lodging, which 
may reduce yields 10-20 bushels 
per acre if it occurs in early or 
mid-August, 
especially 
under 
high fertility conditions. In ad­ 
dition, lodging increases harvest 
tosses in soybeans. 
Early planting of soybeans

Fertilization and Plant Popula­ 
tion For Grain Silage 
Harvest population for core si­ 
lage should be 2,000 - 4,000 more 
plants per acre than for grain.

tility levels. 
Fertilize silage corn heavier 
than you would for grain. A 100 
bushel corn silage crop removes 
more than twice as much nit re­ 
gen, three times as much pho­ 
sphorus and ten times as much 
potassium than if harvested for 
grain.

A.—Ordinary house paint will, 
do if you first give the copper a 
coat of metal primer. 


Q.—My auto dripped grease 
and left a large black spot on 
the concrete floor of the ga­ 
rage. I’ve heard that it can be 
removed with sand. Can you 
tell me how this is done? 
A.—There are various sub­ 
stances, including sand, that 
can be placed ’bn the damaged 
area to absorb the grease. The 
area is gone over with a wire 
brush a few days later, taking 
off 
the 
sand 
and 
whatever 
grease it has absorbed. Some­ 
times this has to be repeated 
several times. However, 'there 
are several types of so-called 
driveway cleaners now on the 
market for this purpose. 


Q.—We have sheets of fiberg­ 
lass over our patio at the back 
of the house. They are very 
dull looking, having been ex­ 
posed to the weather for about 
six years now. Is there any 
way of restoring the finish? 
A.—First* try washing the fi­ 
berglass sheets. The dullness 
may be the result of dirt and 
grime rather than loss of the 
original finish. But if the wash­ 
ing fails to achieve the result 
you want, go to a dealer who 
sells fiberglass sheets and ask 
him for the special finishing 
material designed to restore 
«the gloss to such pañete.

Q.—I am making oyer one of 
our bedrooms into a family 
room and, want to install, ply­ 
wood panels over the present 
walls. The present walls have 
paper on them, but it is tightly 
attached.. Can 1 glue the panels 
directly to the walls or must I 
put up furring strips? 
A.—No matter how tightly at­ 
tached the paper1 is, it would, be 
risky to glue the panels to it.

You have fruit trees on your 
lawn but don’t care about the 
fruit, which isn’t good because 
you don’t spray, and it messes 
the grass. But you don’t want 
to get rid of the trees because 
they are ornamental or provide 
shade. What can you do? 
If you don’t spray, fruit be­ 
comes wormy and rotten. It 
will drop before maturing, at­ 
tracting bees, files and other 
insects and making mowing a 
more difficult chore. Leaf aphids 
will cause early leaf drop, mak­ 
ing apple and tart cherry trees 
poor shade items. Fruit trees 
are damaged by trunk borers. 
With, a l this you. stil don’t 
want to cut down the tree. You 
can use chemicals that will pre­ 
vent fruit from 
forming or 
cause it to drop off shortly 
after bloom... 
Chemicals to try on apples, 
crab apples and mulberries: 
Elgetol or Krenite, 6 ounces 
in 10 gallons of water; D.N. 
Dry Mix No. 1, 5 ounces per 10 
gallons of water; Napthalene 
Acetic Acid, (N.A. Acid) and 
Napthalene 
Acetami.de 
(N A. 
Amide), both according to la­ 
bel. 
The dinitro materials (first 
three) should be applied while 
the trees are in full bloom. If 
the bloom is prolonged, a sec­ 
ond application should be made 
three-four days after the first. 
These materials are yellow-or­ 
ange and will stain paint. 
The hormone-type materials 
(latter two) should, he applied 
only once in the bloom or petal 
fall period. They are clear and 
will not discolor house paint. 


There are solutions to help 
your plants get started. They 
are mixtures of water and so­ 
luble fertilizers, which provide 
transplants with, nitrogen, phos­ 
phorous 
and potassium. You 
can buy them at garden cen­ 
ters, and they come in various 
plant nutrient ratios. 
J. Lee Taylor of Michigan 
State University advises cov­ 
ering the wetted area with soil 
after applying the starter solu­ 
tion.

When a hinge is 
examined closely while a door 
is being opened and closed sev­ 
eral times, only a very tiny 
movement of the binge plate 
may be noticeable. If a screw­

slot of each, screw and turned, 
clockwise, it should not move 
even a fraction of an inch. If it 
does, the hinge is not as tight 
as it should be. 
While 
retightening 
a 
loose 
screw may correct the trouble 
temporarily, it is better to reset 
it. This is done by removing the 
screw and filling the hole with 
wood putty or plastic wood. 
When it hardens, redrive the 
screw Into place. A wooden 
plug may be used in place of 
the putty or plastic wood. When 
it is necessary to secure the 
hinge immediately for a few 
days—and. 
nothing 
else 
is 
handy—steel 
wool should be 
pushed into the 
hole before 
redriving the screw. 
Sometimes the hinges and all 
the screws are tightly in place.^ 
The next step then is to place a 
shim under the lower hinge leaf 
on the door jamb. The shim 
can be a thin piece of wood or 
cardboard. To insert it in place, 
remove the screws that hold 
the leaf in place, place the 
wood or cardboard under the 
leaf and reset the screws so 
that they go right through the 
shim. 
You will find that a single 
shim may be sufficient to cor­ 
rect the sagging. If necessary, 
use two of them. Occasionally, 
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when the door still sags, you 
will have to deepen the mor­ 
tised area under the upper 
hinge plate. Use a sharp chisel 
for this and work very care­ 
fully, taking out only a little of 
the wood, at a time. 
A possible source of trouble 
when a door sticks at the bot­ 
tom is a threshold which has 
loosened and therefore is a 
fraction of an inch higher than 
it originally was. Look for and 
remove any loose nails. Don’t 
just hammer them hack into 
place. Using new, preferably 
threaded nails, retighten the 
threshold. If the threshold is 
made of hardwood, as most 
are, retighten the threshold. If 
the threshold is made of hard­ 
wood, as most are, drill pilot 
holes for .the nails. Otherwise 
you may find the wood splitting 
as you drive in the new nails. 
Extreme caution should be 
used if any sanding or planing 
of the door is necessary when 
moisture has caused swelling. 
If too much is taken off, there 
may be a big jag when a 
change in. the weather dries out 
the wood. But if it is done, b t 
very sure to reseal, varnish or 
paint the 
sanded or planed 
area.

LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Many 
Indiana bluegrass laws are “Un­ 
der the weather” this year. And 
some may appear sicker before 
they look better. 
One cause is Helminthospor- 
ium leaf spot, reports Donald 
H. Scott, Purdue University ex­ 
tension plant partologist. This 
disease has already reached epi­ 
demic 
proportions 
in 
some 
lawns, he adds. 
This spring the growing sea­ 
son started with large, irregular 
areas of dead grass appearing 
in many lawns. Most of the 
damage was caused by win­ 
ter-killing of ryegrass or other 
non-tolerant grass species. How­ 
ever, 
some 
killing 
occurred 
where bluegrass plants became 
infected with leaf spot last fall 
and were predisposed to winter 
killing. 
In recent weeks some laws 
have “ thinned-out” and taken 
on a yellowish cast. Close ex­ 
amination reveals numerous ob­ 
long, purplish leaf lesions. In­ 
fected leaves turn yellow, then 
brown. 
Helminthosporium leaf spot is 
most severe on susceptible blue­ 
grass varieties during cool, wet 
periods in the spring and fall,

INDIANAPOLIS <AP) — A 
group of five Republican finan­ 
cial experts faces a delicate job 
in the next few weeks: drafting 
a platform proposal on taxes 
which can be accepted by the 
eventual nominee for governor. 
The group, the GOP platform 
subcommittee on taxation, in­ 
cludes members who have been 
on both sides of the property 
tax relief issue. Its problem is 
that most of the candidates for

stands differ considerably. 
The subcommittee was one of 
a list of 14 announced Wednes­ 
day by the chairman of the

Com­ 
mittee, Evansville Mayor Rus­ 
sell Lloyd. 
The taxation group is headed 
by State Sen. Lawrence M. 
Borst of Indianapolis, chairman 
of the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee. 
His experience in the 1971 
and 
1972 
legislative 
sessions 
may make him a good choice 
for the position. 
As finance 
committee chairman, he played 
an active part in drafting sev­ 
eral tax proposals and often 
said his main job was to carry 
out the wishes of the Senate 
Republican caucus.

accumulate, and (5) using lead 
spot resistant bluegrass varie­ 
ties whenever possible. 
Overseeding 
with 
resistant 
varieties this fall may reduce 
disease severity in the future, 
counsels Scott. Fylking, Mer- 
ion, Sodco, Warren’s A-20, Wind­ 
sor and Prato have varying de­ 
grees of resistance to the dis­ 
ease.

dismissed some criticisms and 
promised to study others. Nei­ 
ther the report nor the response 
contained target dates for mak­

Bowen Assails

Bowen said Conrad suggested

$40 million, not decrease to $30 
million next year.

Milk Bill 


1 LAFAYETTE. Ind.—Consum- 
e n can. buy milk for their fam­ 
ily .in various forms. — some 
costing considerably more than 
others, 
says 
Dr. 
Sandra 
Schlicker, Extension foods and 
nutrition specialist at Purdue 
University. 
Price depends on 
whether milk is fresh whole 
milk, fresh skimmed milk, fla­ 
vored milk, reconstituted dry 
milk, or canned milk. 


The United States Department 
of Agriculture recently conduct­ 
ed a study about milk and other 
dairy products among a repre­ 
sentative sample of homemak­ 
ers throughout the country . The 
homemakers thought that whole 
milk had more nutrients than 
lowfat milk and, therefore, was 
better for their families. 


However, Dr. Schlicker savs 
that lowfat or skim milk forti­ 
fied with vitamins A and D 
gives as much protein, vitamins 
and minerals as whole milk, 
but less fat. Hence, the only 
difference between fortified low­ 
fat or skim milk and whole milk 
is the amount of fat. 


Whole milk has about 3.5 per 
cent fat. As the name implies, 
2 per cent milk has 2 per cent 
fat. Skim milk has about 0.5 
'per cent fat. Because of the 
lower fat content 'there is a dif­ 
ference in calorie content be­ 
tween the milks. There are 160 
calories in a cup of whole milk; 
145 calories per cup of 2 per 
cent milk; and, 90 calories in 
a cup of skim milk. Skim milk, 
therefore, is an advantage to 
weight-watchers and a disad­ 
vantage to those trying to gain 
weight. 


Comparing the costs of skim, 
2 per cent and whole milk, 
skim is usually the cheapest and 
whole milk is usually the most 
expensive, says Dr. Schlicker. 
The most economical form of 
milk, however, is 'nonfat dry 
milk. 'When, reconstituted with 
water, nonfat dry milk costs 
about one-half as much per 
quart as fresh fluid whole milk. 
When fortified with vitamins A 
and D. nonfat dry milk is equal 
in nutritive value and calorie 
content to fortified fluid skim 
milk. Check on the milk carton 
to see that it is fortified with 
t vitamins A and D. 
If a homemaker uses nonfat 
, dry milk as a beverage, Dr. 
' Schlicker suggests reconstitut- 
f ing it several hours before serv- 
i ing and keeping it cold. Many 
Í families mix equal amounts of 
reconstituted nonfat dry milk 
and fresh whole milk for a bev­ 
erage. By doing this, they re­ 
duce their milk bill by about 
one-fourth. 
Consumers can save 4 cents 
each time they use a cup of 
reconstituted nonfat dry milk in 
place of fresh whole milk and 
2 cents each time they use a 
cup of milk made from equal 
parts of reconstituted dry milk 
and fresh whole milk.

John Hogue of New Orleans, 
Ingram’s plant safety super­ 
visor, said the first explosion 
occurred in a small building 
where five women were mixing 
chemicals to go into star flares. 
He said all five were killed. 
Mildred Carroll, 43, of Kiln 
said she was in a nearby build­ 
ing at the time. 
"First I beard, the explosion, 
and it blew all the flares in the 
air.” she said. “Some were 
blown into other areas, where 
black powder aqd phosphorus 
are stored. Then I saw a big 
ball of black smoke,, then a big 
mushroom 
shaped 
cloud 
of 
white smoke went up. Then all 
the star flares went up.” 
Hogue said the plant had “an 
elaborate safety system we had 
to live by. There were federal, 
inspectors around frequently.” 
He said there was no imme­ 
diate estimate of damage.

per cent in April and, on top of 
that, the March advance was 
revised upward to 1.9 per cent. 
The March revision was the 
sharpest increase in the in­ 
dicators in a year and the April 
gain of 1.4 per cent was also 
regarded as strong advance. 
Although the index of leading 
indicators is not regarded as a 
precise measure of the econo­ 
my, it ig supposed to shed light 
on the general way in which 
the economy is headed. 
Based on the two-month in­ 
creases, the trend is toward ac­ 
celeration. The Nixon adminis­ 
tration has said it now must 
watch the economy closely to 
make sure that it doesn’t ex­ 
pand too fast and touch off a 
new round of inflation.

the law was intended to apply 
to all state workers but there is 
some question whether it, appli­
